Siin .\ntonin, Tex., Sept. 12. — With ;

ns one thou.s:ind and proiicrty damage i 
believoil to cxceeil $.5,000,000, this city I 
is in Ihe gniii of the worst fl<K)d in Its | 
'hl.story. Every hniltling in the busi- : 
ness district stnnds In water ten feet 
deei> during the high water mark of 
the raging waters, while a vast section ^ 
of the ro.sidential section Is siilt- 
inerged. The estinmte of the dead 
was given out Ity Mayor O. I’>. Black. 
Twenty-one IxmIIcs, ino.stly tho.se of 
women and eliildren, have heen recov- 
ered. From every part of the flooded < 
area rei»orts of udditional dead hmlies 
are being brought in and as rapidl.v, 
as iHissihle they are being gather»-d 
for 'identification.
